FARM POWER BILL 
NEAR SENATE VOTE 


Norris Defeats Efforts to 
Place New Restrictions 
on Rural Aid Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(?)— 


support, Senator Norris, republican, 
Nebraska, today beat back attempts 
to pin new restrictions on his $420,- 
000,000 rural electrification bill and 
hoped to put it through the senate 
tomorrow. 

While administration leaders pre- 
dicted the path of the bill would be 
reasonably smooth, it ran into bitter 
opposition today from several sena- 
tors. A biting attack was delivered by 
Senators onally, democrat, Texas, 
and O’Mahoney, democrat, Wyoming, 
against certain of its discretionary 
spending provisions, 

By agreement with Président Roose- 
velt and departmental executives, Nor- 
ris introduced an amendment to trim 
the bill from iis original 10-year $1,- 
000,000,000 authorization to $420,- 
000,000. 

The amendment went over until to- 
morrow to be matched against one by 
Senator King, democrat, Utah, who 
proposed to cut the sum to $100,000,- 
000. 

Norris salvaged by a margin of four 
votes a provision to leave discretion 
with the electrification administrator 
as to how much should be spent an- 
nually for supplies, personal services, 
automobiles, office equipment and oth- 
er items. 

An amendment by Senator O’Ma- 
honey, to put the administrator on a 
plane with regular departmental execu- 
tives who must present their needs to 
congress, was beaten, 44 to 37. Norris 
insisted his bill followed the pattern 
laid out by other New Deal enact- 
ments. 

Although a number of amendments 
were added, the general purpose of 
the bill remained the same—to lend 
money te rural communities, farm co- 
operatives and to farmers for generat- 
ing and distributing plants and elec- 
trical equipment, thus financing de- 
livery of power where none is avail- 
able from private sources. 

Under the amendment worked out 
at a White House conference, $50,- 
000,000 a year for two years would 
be borrowed from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to start the pro- 
gram. In the next eight years a direct 
appropriation of $40,000,000 annually 
would be authorized. Previously the

NEW YORK, March 4.—()— 
Strike-beleaguered real estate oper- 
ators, barraged with union threats to 
call a nationwide walkout of building 
service workers, and to “fight it out 
on the streets” of New York, refused 
to give ground tonight. 

Union Leader James J. Bambrick’s 
threat of street’ fighting promptly 
aroused the interest of District At- 
torney William C. Dodge, who called 
for an explanation of what Bambrick 
meant, 

Other developments: 

1. In addition to raising the threat 
of a countrywide strike of elevator 
operators, porters, heating engineers 
and other service unions, strike lead- 
ers claimed they could precipitate 
a general walkout of all organized 
labor in the city.

The name of the late Isidor Fisch, 
business partner of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, was unexpectedly injected

The Covernor’s office, it was learned 
from a reliable source, has an affi- 
davit from a railroad crossing watch- 
man who said he saw, a man, who 
resembled pictures of Fisch, riding in 
an automobile a few miles from the 
Lindbergh estate a number of times 
before the kidnaping four years ago. 

The watchman, Alfred Hammond, 
lives at Woodbou -ne, Pa. In 1932, the 
source of the inform&tion said, Ham- 
mond was working at a crossing on 
the Reading railroad between Bladen- 
burg and Skillman, about five miles 
from the Hopewell home of the Lind- 
berghs. 

Eight or nine times before the kid- 
naping, Hammand is reported to have 
said in his affidavit, a grayish-green 
sedan stopped at the crossing when 
the gates were lowered. In the back 
seat sat a man who, he said, looked 
like Fisch. There were two persons 
in the front seat, one of them de- 
scribed as a big man, but neither of 
whom he could identify. 

The affidavit which the Governor 
has was obtained by C. Raymond 
Lyons, former assemblyman and now 
a departmental legal adviser in the 
Hoffman administration. 

Hammond told his story to the state 
police after the Kkidnaping.

Waters Pile Up Behind 
Fourth Largest Dam as 
F.D.R. Presses Button. 


NORRIS, Tenn., March 4.—(?)—- 
To the screaming of a siren set off by 
| Brpsident."Roosevelt on the third an- 
fiversary of his inauguration, kilo- 
watts in liquid form began piling up 
today behind TVA’s Norris dam, 
fourth largest dam in the world. 

Thousands watched as eight sluice 
gates slipped into place and the im- 
pounding of the water of Clinch river 
started. 

The siren, sounded for two minutes, 
signalized official completion of the 
$36,000,000 dam, the first construct- 
ed by the TVA in its development 
of the Tennessee river system. 

Power generating equipment is yet 
to be installed, but’ it is expected to 
be ready for operation abéut August 
1. It will have a 132,000-horsepower 
capacity 

Symbol of Better Life. 

As he pressed a key at the White 
House to sound the siren, President 
| Roosevelt said that “Norris dam is a 
practical symbol of better life and 
greater opportunity for millions of 
citizens of our country. 

“The nation has come to realize,” 
he said, ‘that national resources 
must not be wasted and the Norris 
dam is evidence that our program for 
conservation of these resources is go- 
ing forward.” 

Norris dam was started October 3, 
1933, and completed far ahead of the 
original schedule. Four other dams, 
Guntersville, Pickwick Landing,, Joe 
Wheeler and Chickamauga, haye been 
started by the TVA. 

New Day in “Valley.” 

From a flag-covered platform fre- 
splendent under a warm spring sun, 
speakers hailed completion of the 
massive barrier a few hundred yards 
upstream as signalizing a new day in 
the Tennessee valley and as of signi- 
ficance to the rest of the country. 

“Not only does this dam belong to 
you, but the rivers which it controls, 
and all the rivers of the nation belon 
to the people,” David E. Lilienthal, 
TVA power director, told the throng 
gathered about the platform a few 
hundred yards below the dam. 

TVA Chairman A. E. Morgan sapi 
the massive structure will stand 
“through the years to come as a 
monument fo the faithful and loyal 
work of free men.” 

George Fort Milton, editor and 
president of the Chattanooga News, 
said that “the closing of these water 
gates marks another mile-post in the 
most engaging government undertak- 
ing in the whole New Deal.” He vis- 
ualized the ultimate development of 


a “Ruhr of America” in the Tennes- 
see Valley.

NAVAL ESTIMATES 
“TIKED BY BRITAIN 


Nation. Awaits Announce- 
ment of Expected Cost 
of Huge Defense Plan. 


LONDON, March 4.—(?) — The 
staggering cost of empire defense be- 
gan to dawn tonight on a public still 
digesting details of the greatest peace- 
time armament program ever launch- 
ed in Great Britain. \ 

Members of parliament learned 
that the regular defense requirements 
for the next fisca: year, irrespective 
of the special program disclosed in a 
white paper yesterday, total 155,250,- 
000 pounds (about $775,000,000), 
which is 31,000,000 pounds more 
than in 1935. 

Experts estimated that the cost of 
the first year of defetise expansion 
will shove the figure well above 200.- 
000,000 unds, or roughly one- 
fourth of the estimated total budget 
of 800,000,000. pounds, 

Regular naval estimates were sharp- 
ly increased today. ‘This total, which 
does not. include additional costs out- 
lined in yesterday’s white paper. is 
69.630,000 pounds (roughly $348,- 
150,000), or nearly 9,880,000 pounds 
higher than the estimates for 1985. 

Army estimates ta be published to- 
morrow and those for the air force 
on Friday will be correspondingly 
higher. 

The cost of launching the new pro- 
gram, which the government said it 
would be premature to estimate, will 
.be disclosed.later in supplementary 
estimates. The government, owever, 
has already warned the public that the 
cost will be heavy. 

In some diplomatic circles belief 
was expressed that now that Great 
Britain has spoken with a loud voice 
there will be less “saber rattling” in 
Evrope and that uneasiness over the 
Rhineland may subside.

HIGH COURT VOIDS 
PLEA IN ROAD SUIT | 


Refuses Action Until Lower 
Tribunal Trial Is 
Completed. 


Condemnation proceedings brought 
by the state highway board must be 
completed in the lower courts before 
being appealed, the state court of ap- 
peals held yesterday. 

The board brought proceedings 

against Mrs. M. N. Denham, of Tur- 
ner county, to secure deeds of prop- 
erty for a new road. While the con- 
demnation proceedings were going 
through the lower court, Mrs. Denham 
appealed the case asking that the board 
be stopped from going ahead with the 
road. 
The court of appeals, in dismissing 
a writ of error, said such proceedings 
could not be brought to the higher 
courts piecemeal. 

In another decision the court of 
appeals reversed the awarding of $500} 
to Miss Camilla Von Camp, who sued 
Mrs. Mary Marrison Fox for a fee 
on the sale of property at 2223 Kings- 
way, Augusta. 

Miss Von Camp, an Augusta real 
estate agent, claimed that Mrs. Fox 
had placed the property in her hands 
for sale at $10,000, agreeing to pay 
5 per cent of the purchase price to 
the real estate agent. Ge 

Miss Von Camp said, in her petition 
to the court, that another real estate 
company actually closed the deal, but 
that under her agreement she still 
should receive the $500. 

The superior court of Richmond 
county awarded her the,full $500. The 
court of appeals, in reversing that de- 
cision, said it was done because the 
lower court erred in overruling a gen- 
eral motion for new trial.

Two Meetings Held. 

A seven-member house ways and 
means subcommittee had two meetings 
on the tax plan behind closed doors. 
Chairman Samuel B. Hill, democrat, 
Washington, said it had reached a 
“general understanding’ that banks 
and fiduciary corporations should be 
exempt from any drastic taxes on 
surpluses. 

Treasury fiscal and legal experts 
who aided the subcommittee in ex- 
ploring revenue-raising possibilities 
were quoted as urging that the rate 
on proposed corporate levies average 
33 1-3 per cent. 

They said the high tax on “sur- 
pluses”—as distinct from “reserves”— 
coupled with income taxes on sur- 
pluses converted into dividends to 
stockholders, would bring in roughly 
$1.600,000,000. 

That would be intended to replace 
nearly a billion dollars in present cor- 
porate and allied taxes which the 
President proposed to repeal and still 
reach into corporate cash drawers for 
some $620,000,000 additional to fi- 
nance the new farm program and the 
added cost of immediate payment of 
the bonus. 

Republican Reaction. 

Above the crossfire of capitol com- 
ment arose a concerted republican re- 
frain that such taxes would “soak the 
thrifty” corporations and destroy re- 
sources on which industry has drawn 
to carry it through depression. 

Democrats replied with President 
Roosevelt’s phrase, that it would in- 
crease the velocity of money and that 
it would help redistribute wealth. 

Coincidentally, Secretary Morgen- 
thau announced that preliminary re- 
ports showed the Treasury’s $1,250,- 
000,000 cash March financing had 
been oversubscribed five to seven 
times. About $800,000,000 of the

Forecasts of “Results.” 

Congressional sources advanced con- 
flicting forecasts of what the corpo- 
rate tax program might do: 

1. Representatives Knutson, repub- 
lican, Minnesota, and Bacharach, re- 
publican, New Jersey, both ways and 
means committeemen, said it would 
turn many corporations to the securi- 
ties markets and banks for capital 
and short-term loans on which they 
would have to pay interest instead of 
taking from their surpluses on which 
there would be no charge.

4. Byrns also asserted it would 
have a tendency to help sagging heavy 
industry by prompting corporations to 
use surpluses immediately for — 
improvement and expansion. Knut- 
son, too, said in that connection the 
program would provide a “temporary 
shot in the arm,” but added: “Where 
will it leave ’em in the next de- 


pression ?” 
Byrns’ View. 
The house speaker was one of those 


who thought the President’s far- 
reaching program might redistribute 
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; wealth to some extent by inducing 
corporations to distribute more of 
their earnings in dividends to stock- 
holders. 

Such dividends would become sub- 
ject to the normal 4 per cent income 
tax, from which they are now ex- 
empt, plus graduated surtaxes, under 
the administration plan. There also 
would be more earnings to distrib- 
ute, since the corporation income and 
excess profits taxes would be re- 
pealed. 

The subcommittee did not touch, in 
its first session, on the Roosevelt sug- 
gestion that $517,000,000 be raised 
over two or three years by “wind- 
fall” and excise taxes to replace reve- 
nue which had been anticipated 
through the AAA processing taxes.

Satety of Drivers 


“Don’t Gun ’Em on Hill,” 
Urges Dying Driver 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 4. 
(?)}—Thomas Bossum, 29, a truck 
driver, burned in a hillside acci- 
dent, died today repeating: 

“Don’t ever gun ’em on a hill: I 
thought I was on Don’t ever 
gun ‘em on a hill.” 

The truck went over an embank- 
ment and caught fire as Bossum 


rounded a curve. 


The practice of diverting highway 
revenues, collected from motorists, to 
other than hjghway purposes is 
threatening the maintenance of many 
thousands of miles of American roads, 
according to Dr. Miller McClintock, 
director of the bureau for street traf- 
fie research of Harvard University. 
“The principle that taxes paid di- 
rectly by motorists as a class should 
be spent on the roads has been accept- 
ed by such bodies as the oil conserva- 
tion board, the joint committee of 
railroads and highway users and con- 
gress itself,’ Dr. McClintock declar- 
ed. “The depression, with its urgent 
demands on the public purse, has 
caused this principle to be violated. 
“Spokesmen for the motorists,” he 
said, “do not question the worthiness 
of many of the purposes for which 
large parts of the proceeds of gasoline 
and motor vehicle taxes have been 
spent. They maintain, however, that 
the funds should have been raised in 
some other way, leaving the highway 
funds to be spent for highway pur- 
poses.” 

Funds Diversion Unsafe. 
Taking money that should be spent 
in road maintenance and moderniza- 
tion and spending it for other purposes 
is tantamount to taking highway and 
street safety away from the people, 
Dr. McClintock asserted. 

Georgia and seven other states, the 
traffic expert pointed out, are taking 
more than $47,000,000 annually from 
motorists for other than highway pur- 
poses. This diversion, he says, brings 
about increased hazards on streets and 
highways because they cannot be kept 
in good repair and in proper condition 
for increasing traffic and higher car 


peeds. 
“Despite the road building programs 
of the federal and state governments 
it is believed that these diversions 
have been responsible in many cases 
for a neglect of roads which has re- 
duced the safety factor,” he asserted. 
With Georgia being run as it is al- 
most entirely on highway funds, The 
Constitution Safety Council and the 
thousands of thinking motorists of this 
state are fearful of what the outcome 
may be in terms of human life. 
Traffic More Complex. 
Street and highway traffic now is 


not at all what it was five or ten 
years ago. Progressive states are rap- 
idly utilizing the results of studies 
carried on on a national basis to de- 
termine the best and safest methods of 
routing and controlling the fast-grow- 
ing number of motor vehicles. 

: This state endeavor to give motor- 
ists and pedestrians the safest possi- 
ble conditions costs money—money 
which i brought into the state funds 
from gasoline and vehicle taxes. 
Motorists pay this money in the belief 
that they will be provided with safe 
roadways and an intelligent reduction 
of traffic hazards. 

But drivers and pedestrians in this 
State are regrettably out of luck on 
this score. 

Again the Safety Council] must re- 
mind the citizens of Georgia that it is 
up to them to take into consideration 
antiquated roadbeds, dangerous curves 
and grade crossings which a little 
money spent on engineering could 
eliminate, the necessity of lower speeds 
in driving, “bottle-neck’’ highway con- 
vergences and other inconveniences. 


The fact remains that we have these | 


conditions in Georgia. Their correc- 
tion seems far distant at present. So 
the motorist must take the matter in 
his own hands—and drive carefully.

WILL LOSE POSITIONS 


H. W. Martin, Atlanta Re- 
gional Official, To Be 
Retained. 


WASHINGTON, March 4—(?)— 
In a drastic shakeup, the Federal Re- 
serve Board announced tonight that it, 
would terminate the services of six 
regional bank chairmen, effective 
April 30 

An accompanying statement said the 
action was in line with procedure in- 
tended to avoid “dual executive re- 
sponsibility” at the 12 federal reserve 
banks, and to place the chairmanship 
upon a “purely honorary basis.” 

The banks also have presidents. 

Chairmen who will be dropped are 
BK. H. Curtiss, Boston; J. H. Cafe, 
New gs R. L. Austin, Philadel- 


est , Stevens, Chicago; J. S. 
Vood, St. ag and C. C, Walsh, 
Dallas. 

Three present chairmen were desig- 
nated to continue until December 31. 
They are E. S. Burke Jr., Cleveland; 
H. W. Martin, Atlanta, and W. B. 
Gerry, Minneapolis. 

Two Vacancies. 

J. Thomas, Kansas City, pre 
viously had been reappointed for the 
remainder of the year. There are va- 
cancies at Richmond and San Fran- 
cisco. 

The board’s formal announcement, 
in addition to listing the appoint- 
ments and terminations, said: 

“The present board of governors, in 
discharging under the law its respon- 
sibility for efficient and economical 
operation of the system, has initiated 
a procedure looking toward the placing 
of the chairmanship upon a largely 
honorary basis. 

Other Change. 


“Under this procedure various non- 
statutory duties now performed in the 
office of the chairman of the federal 
reserve agent would be placed under 
the president of the bank, who, under 
the banking act of 1935, is selected 
for a term of five years by the board 
of directors of the bank, subject to the 
approval of the board of governors, 
and is recognized by law as the chief 
executive of the bank. 

“The typical duties of the office of 

the federal reserve agent may then 
be performed by an assistant federal 
reserve igent, making it possible for 
the chairman to discharge the impor- 
tant responsibility of his office with- 
out being required to devote more than 
a limited portion of his time to the 
bank. 
“The board believes, that a more 
efficient organization, avoiding a dual 
executive responsibility at the federal 
reserve banks, and substantial econ- 
omies in the operation of the system, 
may thus be accomplished, while at 
the same time it will be possible to 
obtain the services of men who are 
not only well qualified, but public- 
spirited to serve as chairman.’ 


H. W. Martin, chairman of the At- 
lanta federal reserve district, said last 
night he had been informed by letter 
from Washington that he would not 
be affected by action of the Federal 
Reserve Board in terminating the 
services of six of its chairmen. 

He said his regular term as chair- 
man of this district would énd De- 
cember 81, 1936

In the gubernatorial primary of 
1934, Governor Talmadge carried 
the county by a vote of 882 for 
to 109 against. Less than two years 
later this majority was practically 
reversed in the contest between 
Roosevelt and Talmadge. 

Seminole, the first county in the 
state to hold a preferential primary, 
is a typical so-called “agricultural” 
county. It has no large incorpo- 
rated communities, its population 
living almost entirely in farming 
areas and in small towns. 

It is the type of county in which 
Governor Talmadge has claimed the 
greatest support in his vindictive 
attacks on the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, for most of its people are 
farmers, who, the Governor would 
have us believe, are “worse off than 
at any time since the War Between 
the States,” as a result of the oper- 
ation of the administration’s agri- 
cultural policies. 

From every standpoint, the Semi- 
nole result is a convincing demon- 
stration of the extent to which the 
Governor’s former supporters have 
deserted him because of his attacks 
on the democratic administration. 

Seminole has convincingly spoken 
the sentiment of the state. 

No wonder the chairman of the 
state committee hesitates to call the 
committee together for the purpose 
of fixing a date for a state presi- 


dential preference primary. 


AN INDEFENSIBLE CALUMNY 

One of the most regrettable fea- 
tures of the unfortunate turmoil 
and chaos existing in the affairs of 
the state government is the Gover- 
nor’s attitude of contempt of the 
members of the general assembly, 
duly elected representatives of the 
people of the state and a body of 
men who, all told, made an excel- 
lent record in the last session. 

The Governor’s attitude is a di- 
rect and deliberate reflection upon 
the good faith of every member of 
the house and senate, even includ- 
ing those who were his so-called 
“leaders” in both branches during 
the last session. 

It is an unjustifiable and unpar- 
donable reflection on their loyalty 
and their patriotism. 

The Governor takes the position 
that he cannot depend upon the 
members of the general assembly 
performing their duty should he 
call them in extra session, thus hold- 
ing the entire membership as being 
unworthy of trust, either by their 
constituents or by the state. 

In behalf of these worthy repre- 
sentatives of the various counties 
and senatorial districts of the state, 
The Constitution enters its protest 
against the calumny of the Governor, 
for his attitude is nothing less than

assembly. In its ranks are many 
veteran legislators who have served 
the state ably and constructively for 
many years, and many new mem- 
bers who won their spurs as com- 
petent and earnest servants of the 
State.

THE TAX ON SURPLUSES 

In his tax message to congress 
President Roosevelt suggests sweep- 
ing revision of corporate taxation, 
with new and heavy levies upon un- 
distributed profits, or what is more 
commonly known as surpluses. 

He suggests that present corpo- 
ration income and other taxes, now 
amounting to about a billion dol- 
lars, be repealed. As against this 
loss in governmental revenue, it. is 
estimated that the return from the 
new tax, and the increased return 
from income taxes as the result of 
larger dividends from surplus dis- 
tribution being paid by corpora- 
tions, would produce more than 
$1,600,000,000. 

Undistributed profits, carried on 
the books of corporations as cash 
surpluses, constitute the safety 
valve of business against the pres- 
sure of profitless years and eco- 
nomic upsets. They are not needed 
in good times—and they are not 
carried for that purpose. 

A cash surplus is built upon the 
Biblical theory of good yéars and 
lean years, with sustenance being 
laid by in the good years for the? 
lean years. 

The economic depression from 
which the country is.now emerging 
gives striking illustration of the 
vital part played by these surpluses 
in the stability of business. Dur- 
ing the three or four years follow- 
ing the collapse in 1929 the ac- 
cumulated surpluses of corpora- 
tions enabled nat gniy hundreds, 
but thousands of them, to stem the 
tide, meet their ~operating lossés, 
pay dividends, adding to the gov- 
ernment’s returns from income 
taxes, and keep millions of people 
at work who would have been 
thrown into unemployment if- the 
companies for which they worked 
had had to close because of the 
lack of operating cash reserves. 

Many of the companies which 
had not set aside such reserves went 
down under the economic pressure 
of the first three years of the de- 
pression. 

If in future business cannot count 
upon a cash surplus accumulated 
during good times to carry it 
through the lean years, the effect 
of facing another depression under 
that condition would be disastrous. 
Business establishments would go 
down like card houses, and millions 
would be thrown out of employ- 
ment. The last depression would 
be like a spring zephyr, compared 
to the next. 

The President is cautious in mak- 
ing the suggestion for sweeping re- 
vision of corporate taxes that con- 
gress give serious and careful con- 
sideration to the creation of neces- 
Sary safeguards that will assure the 
stability of American business. 

It may be that some reasonable 
and safe plan, in keeping with the 
fundamental principles of the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion, can be worked 
out without danger to the normal 
expansion or the future safety of 
business, but congress should be 
careful not to take action that will 
jeopardize business by destroying 
its most reliable safety valve

Self-Encirclement. 


The French chamber of deputies has 
ratified the Franco-Soviet 
alliance. This means 
many’s western borders stand France 
and Belgium; in the east, 
vakia, which possesses one of the 
most perfectly mechanized armies in 
the world, and Russia. For the time 
being, Germany is checkmated. The 
argument which was frequently heard 
in Europe of late that if Germany 
were given a f hand in the east, 
she would leave France and the rest 
alone for at least 20 or 30 years, did 
not prove acceptable, and for a very 

reason. Once before in history, 

rance allowed Germany to move 
eastward and defeat Austria. Four 
years later Germany wantonly at- 
tacked France. French statesmen are 
under no illusion as to what Germany 
would do if she ever got her hands on 
Russia and could increase her armies 
with five or six million Russians and 
Ukraianians. One need not be a states- 
man to know what would happen 
then. That would not, only be the 
end of Frace, but of Belgium, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Holland, 
Rumania and in the end, also of Italy. 
“There would be no peace on earth at 
last,” say the Germans, “for Ger- 
many would enforce peace.” But that 
is the kind of peace that prevails in 
graveyards. Clearly seeing this peace 
coming, the nations of Europe are 
banding together against Germany. 
But now the Germans cry out that 
there is a plot against them, inspired 
by Moscow of course, (that’s the 
easiest bluff always) to encircle them 
and rob them of the air necessary to 
breath. In reality Germany is encir- 
cling herself. 


What Next? 


Here is a solid wall of steel] being 
built around Germany. Everybody is 
joining to put up defenses on Ger- 
many’s borders or in secondary lines 
of defense such as England  under- 
takes by stregthening her fleet and 
her air force. What effect will this 
have on Germany? A schoolboy can 
figure out that Germany, that is to 
say the nationalist government, will 
be driven to desperation. It is doing 
nothing else but arming. It is spending 
the last ounce of the people’s energy 
and the last penny of the country’s 
wealth in war preparations. Germany 
has no productive resources, nor col- 
onies, her trade is at a disastrous 
point of decline, her gold reserve is 
dwindling. The government’s only 
hope is a foreign war, the conquest of 
colonies in the east. 

But now the powers are combining 
to make that armed raid in easterly 
direction, and in westerly direction, 
impossible. Germany becomes a stag- 
gering, top-heavy colossus, hemmed in 
on all sides. The Japarese alliance 
is also losing its attraction in the 
measure that Great Britain and the 
United States of America are growing 
more and more alarmed about Japan’s 
inroads into their respective spheres 
of influence in China. It is not likely 
that Japan will pull the chestnuts out 
of the fire for Germany. Then what 
will happen? Unemployment is going 
up by leaps and bounds in the reich. 
Millians of men are in the armed 
forces, compulsory labor battalions 
and the like. Germany is nearly bank- 
rupt. Will the rulers of the reich risk 
it all on a head-long dash against the 
wall of steel on their borders and 
risk a second smashing defeat in a 
quarter century? My guess is that 
they will take that risk in preference 
to letting the business go to pot inside. 
Next spring will see some mighty 
events, if Germany does not succeed 
in winning a diplomatic victory some- 
where and wins away one of the pow- 
ers now in league against her aggres- 


sive designs.

The London Herald announced the 
other day that Herr Hitler had sign- 
ed a decree which orders all Jews to 
leave the German reich. The decree 18 
signed says the London paper, its 
execution is awaiting the finish of the 
Olympic games. Herr Schacht, the eco- 
nomic director of Germany, is said to 
be against it, but Hitler feels that 
the move will prove very popular to 
his party. Of course this is but @ 
rumor. But when you see what papers 
like Stuermer and Judenkenner pub- 
lish in the line of calumny and exci- 
tation against the Jews, advocating, 
simply advocating, that is calling out- 
right for a big Jewish massaere, in 
such terms that the government itself 
thought better to forbid the sale of 
these papers abroad, a rumor of & 
wholesale forced exodus is not 80 
strange.

German and Italian regimes.

God, a demigod or a great national 
spirit breaking from the skies, They 
are just Austrians—and tough guys— 
trying to run things with a firm hand

Young Starhemberg sometimes ap- 
pears in uniform for public occasions, 
to jab his thumbs in his belt, throw 
out his chest and put on an act some- 
what similar to that of Benito Musso- 
lini. But, as a rule, he prefers to go 
around in civilian clothes, and he has 
not cut himself off from social di- 
versions to withdraw into a cloud. 

He may drop into the Imperial hotel 
of an afternoon for a cocktail and a 
word with the boys and girls, and he 
seems more comparable to the new 
king of England or Carol, of Rumania, 
than either of the grim and gruesome 
supermen.who have heen trying to 
bull their way into the respective 
gayeties of Germany and Italy these 
last few years. 

Edward, of England, is a man who 
has always liked his grog and a word 
with the blonde at the corner table, 
and Carol, though he has been pretty 
severely reviled men of similar 
tastes for the mode of his domestic 
e, is, after all, just another young 
fellow who lives by the way as he 
travels through life.

HEALTH TALKS 


Many young women have reduced 
not only to normal weight for age and 
height but enough more to fit the slen- 
der caricature which fashion set up as 
the ideal figure a few years back. Some 
of the young women were saved by 
the change of mode. Others went to 
the tuberculosis sanatorium. 


Animal feeding experiments (refer- 
ences to physicians who desire them) 
indicate that a marked deficiency of 
vitamins favors the development or 
progress of latent or smouldering tu- 
berculosis foci in the body; control 


animals on the same feed, supplement-|.. . 


ed with vitamins, remained more or 
less immune to tuberculosis even when 
the bacilli were injected. Progressive 
clinicians now believe that deficiency 
or absence of the essential vitamins 
tends to increase the destructive pow- 
er of tubercle bacilli. When the young 
women eagerly if not wisely went on 
freak regimens such as the “Holly- 
wood” diet, the “18-day” diet and 
the like, they were unknowingly chang- 
ing from a vitamin-poor ration to a 
vitamin-free ration, and hence their 
latent tuberculosis lighted into ac- 
tivity. 

There are thin folk who are not only 
perfectly* healthy but full of vigor and 
vitality. There are thin folk who are 
distinctly below par in every way. To 
the former class we say nothing. Any- 
way, they seldom need or want advice 
about gaining, except when circum- 
stances make a certain increase in 
poundage desirable to pass some test, 
and then it is the deuce of a job put- 
ting the additional poundage on ‘em, 
and it goes again as soon as the test 
is over, these people are just skinny, 
and they should and generally do make 
the best of it. 

The latter class, people who are un- 
derweight and also low in vitality, 
strength, pep, ambition capacity to 
enjoy life, and as a rule not so easy iJ 
look at as they would be with more 
padding on their bones, includes, first, 
the unfortunates who have gotten that 
way by unwise dieting; second, those 
who are underweight purely from nu- 
tritional deficiency; and third, those 
who are physically weak by reason of 
pathological conditions, diseases or ex- 
cesses which sap vitality. 

If you are thin but healthy; you 
probably don’t want to do anything 
about it. There are advantages in 
ing slender which balance the advan- 
tages of being well nourished. 

If you are thin and frail you should 
do something about it. The first thing 
to do is consult a physician. You need 
a complete physical examination, and 
such special tests as your physician 
may deem necessary to determine 
what is the matter with you, whether 
it is an organic condition or a fune- 
tional weakness. He will then be in a 
position to prescribe the pfoper treat- 
ment, change of habit or whatever 
remedy your condition calls for. 

Some underweight persons hate 
poor appetite. Some eat more than 
their friends who are normal or stout. 
In any case the assimilation or utiliza- 
tion (metabolism) of food is improved 
by an optimal vitamin ration taken as 
a supplement to the regular diet. This 
improved metabolism manifests itself 
in the notieeable increase in vitality of 
sense of well being even before the 
scales register a definite gain in 
weight. The optimal vitamin ration 
must be taken a few weeks regularly 
before its effects can be expected.

‘Fortson Defends, Wright Opposes 
New Deal Acts in Athens Debate 


Jurist Upholds Administration Policies of Aiding Farmers, 
While Rome Attorney Says There’s No Analogy 
Between Processing Taxes and Tariff. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 4.—Judge 
Blanton Fortson declared here tonight 
that opponents of a federal tax to 
help finance a farm-aid program on 
the grounds that it is “against states’ 
rights” are probably opposed to that 
power being exercised by either state 
or national government. 


Judge Fortson’s declaration was 
made during a joint discugsion with 
Graham Wright, Rome attorney, the 
former expounding the supreme court’s 
minority opinion on the AAA and the 
latter defending the majority view of 
the court. 

“Can it be seriously doubted,” Judge 
Fortson asked, “that the cry of states’ 
rights rarely comes from those who 
wish the states to use the powers they 
Say congress has usurped? Have you 
ever heard of textile industries advo- 
cating that a processing tax be levied 
by the states? What they probably 
would like is for that power to be be- 
yond both state and national govern- 
ments.” 

The twe men spoke at a joint meet- 
ing of Athens civic clubs. Both have 
met in debate over Roosevelt policies 
before, Judge Fortson defending them 
and Mr. Wright attacking them. 

Saying that the processing tax, un-

Farmers, merchants and other resi- 
dents of Lakeland and of the county 
say the outlook for agriculture, the 
chief industry, is particularly nye 

Increased emphasis is being placed 


| on production of food and feed crops 


and a number of farmers say they are 
making crop plans with a control pro- 
gram in mind. 

Tobacco is a major crop here and 
growers are making plans for a good 
season. Last year approximately 
1,750,000 unds of 
grown in this county. 

Cotton, corn, sweet potatoes, sugar 
cane, livestock and a variety of‘truck 
crops help swell thé farm income. In 
addition, there are the naval stores 
and timber industries. 

Lakeland ¢njoys the distinction, res- 
idents ‘here say, of being the only city 
in the United States to own and 
operate a railroad. The road connects 
Lakeland with Naylor and is 10 miles 
long. It was operated from 1902 to 
1907 as a tram road for a large saw- 
mill. From 1907 to 1927 it was oper- 
ated under private ownership. 

In 1927 the Interstate Commerce 
Commission found it could not longer 
operate without, a loss and ordered it 
dismantled. 

Lakeland citizens, anxious to main- 
tain a rail freight service, bought the 
road and it has been operated by the 
city—residents say without loss— 
since. 

L. L. Patten is general manager; 
©. Bradford, agent; C. Craven, engi- 
neer; W. V. Oraven, fireman, and 
R. D. Hutto section foreman. The 
road employs three section hands in 
addition, owns one locomotive, one 
car, and confines its service to freight 
and express. It makes three trips a 
week to and from Naylor. Annual 
revenue is about $10,000. 

Just now Lanier county is eyeing 
the political situation with unusually 
keen interest since it regards Lake- 
land’s mayor, Speaker BE. D. Rivers 
of the state house of representatives, 
as a probable candidate for governor 
this year.

His “Epistle to Menaceus” clearly re- 
veals that his philosophy of pleasure 
was entirely centered around the mind 
and its tranquillity, obtained through 
virtue and wisdom—rather’ than 
through the flesh, as the Stoics inter-

About 15 years ago, a young art- 
ist was at his desk in Kansas City.

With an old, battered suitcase, and 
with $40 in cash, he reached Holly- 
wood. The moving picture producers 
did not welcome him with open arms. 

Indeed they all told him they could 
not use his idea, though sometimes & 
producer was kind enough to say his 
“New York office’ might be inter 
ested. ' 

Disney did not have enough money 
to journey to New York, but he sent 
a cartoon reel there—and at last came 
back an offer. The offer was accept- 
ed, and for four years the artist spent 
much of his time making “Alice” and 
“Oswald” cartoons. 

Later he joined with his brother 
and a friend, and formed a little group 
to make “Mickey Mouse” cartoons. 
The first of these was produced in & 
garage, ith the help of an old camera. 

A few weeks ago I met and talked 
with Walt Disney. He now has & 
large staff of artists’ and helpers, 
housed in fine, well-lighted studios. 
He told me many things about his 
work—-including the story of his ef- 
forts to fit music to his pictures, 80 
the tunes would match the cartoons. 

In producing asingle “animated car- 
toon,” chousands of photographs of 
drawings are made. Each drawing 
is a little different from the one which

That’s the only injury he has ever 
received in the national pastime. 


FASTEST SPORT. 


He has played both forward and de- 
fense in hockey.

Galvin declared that while the gen- 
eral impression down south is that 
most hockey players are injured by 
the sharp skates, the real damage is 
done by the sticks.

He was carried out 
cold—not because of the close prox- 
imity of ice, but rather the convincing 
impact of the heavy stick many times.

It is amazing, however, that sur- 


cialists do their work while the skin 
is still warm from fast play, and the 
scars fre noticeable only upon close 
inspection. 

Galvin quit baseball July 16 last 
year.

He intended for the de- 
cision to be permanent.

BY BRECKINRIDGE 


“Economy of Scarcity” 
Charged to Administration 


by F. D. R. Opponent. 


BALTIMORE, March 4.—()—A" 
charge that by fostering an “economy 
of scarcity,” the New Deal had de- 
stroyed millions of jobs was leveled at 
national administration policies to- 
night by Colonel Henry Breckinridge. 

Colonel Breckinridge, who was as- 
sistant secretary of war in the Wilson 
cabinet, came here to join Maryland 
forces fighting renomination of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. In a speech for de- 
livery before the Association for the 
Defense of the Constitution, he said: 

“The best economic plan that bu- 
reaucracy could plan was the economy 
of scarcity. This was based on the 
bright idea that the less you produce 
the richer you get and if you produce 
nothing you will be as rich as Croesus. 

“Careful economists have tried to 
figure the results of this. . e 
estimates I have seen conclude that 
the jobs of 2,500,000 minimum and 
3,100,000 maximum have been directly 
destroyed by Wallace’s and Tugwell’s 
economy of scarcity. It is highly prob- 
able that the economic folly of gov- 
ernment during the last three years 
is directly responsible for a third and 
perhaps a half of the existing unem- 
ployment.”
